The Chief Minister (Sn N Sanjtva Beddy) — Ministers of State 
and Cabinet Ministers are of the same rank smee they are all membeis 
of the Governor's Council of Ministers and have exactly the same 
po-wers and functions m relation to thier respective portfolios Cabinet 
Mimsters carry the additional function of supreme control over the 
State Government Executive m accordance with the policy set by the 
Legislature and are responsible for the continuous co-ordmation of 
the "work of the several Departments of the State. A Mim^ster of State 
may attend a Cabinet Meeting either on the invitation of the Chief 
Minister or when subjects m his charge^ or having a bearing on matters 
covered by his portfolio, come up for discussion* There is no dxfferanee 
between the two Categories of Ministers in the matter 
of salary^ allowance and so forth under the Andhra Pradesh Paymca^t 
of Salaries and Removal of Disqualifications Act All Ministers of 
the Council of Mimsters are paid a salary of Rs, 1,000 per month and 
provided either with a free-furmshed house or a house rant allowance 
of Rs. 250 They are also provided with a Government car and chau- 
ffeur but have to meet the costs of propulsion of the car for 
wh ch a conveyance allowance of Rs, 200 per month is made.

Sri P Narasa Beddy (Nirmal): — Mr. Speaker, Sir> if the Bill moved 
by the hon Minister for Planmng is persued, prima facie it looks as 
if the burning topics of the day, namely, whether Collectors should be 
the Chairman of the Standing Committees or not , whether members 
of the Legislative Assembly should have the right to vote at the ZiUa 
Panshad meetmgs — have not been mcluded m the Bill,J but nevertheless, 
the assurance of the hon Mmister on these aspects that they could be 
considered at the stage of the Select ommittee and then at the stage 
of further discussion on the Bill m the House, would be sufficient. 
At this stage, without going into the merits and demerits of those two 
aspects, I would mvite the attention of the House to a few suggestions 
which I would submit to the BiU as presented. 

So far as the elections to the Presidentship of Panchayat Samithis 
or Chdfirmanship of Zdla Panshads is concerned, there is a view that 
there should be direct elections It is easier said than done* it us 
easy to say that there should be direct elections and that direct elec- 
tions would be better; but when the question of implementation 
comes, it has to be seen whether a directly elected President or Chair- 
man can command the respect and confidence of other members of the 
Samithi or Panshad. If the President or Chairman directly elected 
cannot conunand the respect of the other men^bers and if he is not 
taken mto confidence by them, the President ou irhe Chairman, as the 
case may be, cannot function well and he cannot ^ *^^orce the resolu- 
tions passed or implement other things that he wantF f o* We cannot 
have the luxury of the Amencan type of President with a reluctant 
Congress Even if the Congress does not approve of the President's 
measures there, he can still keep quiet for five years But here so 
far as the Samithi or the Parishad is concerned, — ^its day to day admi- 
nistration and day to day problems have to be dealt with effectively

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by the ftesident, who has ^ot control over tlie B.D 0.\s lie is also 
responsible to see that all things that arc oontcinplatod tm<l(T the Act 
are implemented. 

On the question of the tenure of the olTioo of tlic Pnsidont for 
five years, I would suggest that it is a ffood amendment, 'Jliero have 
been suggestions that the tenure should be only for throe years, and a 
five-yeax tenure was unnecessary. On tins ponil, suflicient discussion 
had been raised during the debate on the Gram Panc»ha>''at Bill, and 
the same apphes to the Samithi President's and Zilla Parishnd Chair- 
men also Unlike the Municipalities or tlic Town Committees the 
Samitlii President will have to remain m oflicc i'or live years ; and the 
activities to be undertaken or functions to be dis(»har^n'd by hnn arc 
varying m nature They cannot be dischar^^ed by hiin, under any 
pohey or programme approved, within a short span ol' throe years • 
the reason is that all the members arc aware that oru*c a mombcr or 
a body is elected, it takes half a year or an y(*ar lor (hat person or 
body to get into the programme. When the term oom<»s to an end, 
another six months in advance are wasted for preparahon for them- 
commg elections Thus a year is wasted for prchnunarics m the 
beginnmg and another six months or so at the* end for (he <»oming 
elections. In these curcumstances, the term of live years would be 
quite sufficient and the body or person elected could ftinction well 
if the tenure is fixed for five years 

The other pomt which ha.^ been suggested by the Bill is about the 
cessation of membership. There is an amendment suggt^sted m the 
present Bill that the B.D.O. should^be satisfied thai a person has ex- 
facie ceased to be a member. Then* only he can issue a notice, and on 
such intimation only the member concerned, will be decerned to be 
diaqualified Under Section 11, the member concerned has got the 
nght to approach a Court of Law for determination of the (jucstion 
whether he has ceased to be a member or not This small amendment 
is most welcome, masmuchas the B.D.O. is a responsible oificcr and 
when the Legislature puts a duty on him that he should be satisfied 
AS to whether a member has, ex-facio, ceased to be a member eiB such 
or not, he cannot arbitrarily or as a matter of course mti^nate the 
member that he has ceased to be a member. Tins also safeguards 
victimisa.tian Supposmg a Samithi President wants to victimise a 
m tober, hurriedly a meetmg of the Samithi could be arranged and then 
witlxout proper service of notice and without proper determination as 
to whettt^ a particular member has or has not attended the meeting, 
h e could be victmased There is thus scope for the Samithi President 
to Victimise. But under the amended clause, that lucuna is mitigated 
to some extent.

oe a Member of the Panchayat Samithi Now if any Member is un- 
Wlmg to serve on the Qonwittee; he wiU have to incur the disnleasure 
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of being out of the Panchayat Samithi If he does not want to sarve 
on tlie Standing Committee and yet is made to serve on the Committee, 
it would be merely waste of the money of the Panchayat Samitbis 
by way of T,As* and other expenditure. If he docs not want to serve 
the Standing Committee, a provision may be made that he may «^v^ 
as Panchayat Samithi President Anyone, mspite of being a Member 
on the Standing Committee may be coopted as Member of the other 
Committees. 

So far as the Election to Standing Committee is concerned, it is 
most welcome. In most of the Panchayat Samithis, un-wittmgly 
members had been nominated and elected to various Standing Commit- 
tees and moat of them are not interested in their work Fori "nsfcance, 
there is a Standing Committee for Budget and various other*" subjects. 
Most of the persons who are not interested in the work have been 
nominated and they have little knowledge and they are unaware of 
the actual duties of those Standing Committees, Subsequently they 
find that they cannot effectively serve on the committee and there 
IS no provision for icsignation m that event m the Act and as such 
if the Standing Committees are allowed to run for five long years m 
which the Members so elected have no intention to serve, then the 
provision may be impracticable In my opinion it would be better 
if persons who are best fitted to serve the Committees are nominated 
instead of persons who do not take any keen interest m the work and 
which result m utter turmoil or dissatisfaction or member^& coming to 
loggerheads with one another 

Coming to Sections 15 and 16^ it has been provided that the Pan- 
chayat Samithis or Staixding Committees thereof can have a right 
to invite persons having special knowledge m the subject to attoend 
the Standing Committee meetings. In this case, I would suggest that 
there is no provision enabling the Chairman of the ZiUa Parishad 
to attend the meetings of the Pemcliayat Samithis or the Staisidmg 
Committees. The Collector, as a matter of right, can attend the 
meetings of the Panchayat Sanuthis and take part m the deliberations 
and other Distnct Officers and other persons who are invited to attend, 
can also take part m the deliberations. But the Chairman of the Zdla 
Parishad who is the head of the entire unit of the District has no nght 
whatever to attend the meetings. Now, supposing if a Samithi Presi- 
dent is at loggerheads and belongs to a dijBEb^nt party other thm that 
of the Chairman, then it would be difficult for the Chairman of the Zilla 
Parishad even if he^ wants to take part in the deliberations or give this 
advice or to see to' the smooth mnm^ag of the Samithi work, to take 
part in the meetings* The Eajasthan Act has provided that the 
Chairman of the Zilla Parishad, as a matter of right without having 
the right to vote, can take part m tiie deliberations Tbeirefore, 
I would suggest tha?t this provision may be incorporated m our BiH 
namely, that the Chairman of the Zilla Parishad should have a right 
to take part m the deliberations of the Panchayat Samilhis and Stand- 
ing Committees. S6 far as elections to the Standing CojMcmttee f<ar 
Education is concerned, in Panchayat Samithis or m Zilla Panshads, 
ajmember of the teaching staff may be elected, from among themselv^, 
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to serve on the Committee, as we elect in the Comicil, because with the 
new experience of decentralisation, there are various problems confront- 
ing the teachers and the taught and they would be givmg their Vi'luable 
opinions, bemg members of the Standing Committees, Panchayat 
Samithis and Zilla Parishads. 

There is another anomaly under Section 87 of the Ad and that 
is the moment the Chairman of the Zilla Parish.id is clcctc d, Ik vacates 
his office as Sanr>ilhi Pirsidcnt, but ncvcrthdrss icmaii s ns a Member 
of the Samithi and Zilla Parishad. But if a Sar PaucJi of Ihc Gram 
Panchayat is elected to the Zilla Panshad, he docs nol % aentc 
that office. The eutoe concept of deeciilrulisath.n ^ t'lat the Gram 
Panchayat has to be nursed into a self-govKnunjr unit. If the wS-ir 
Panchofgram pancliayat is elevated ilirnuHi the Puncl.uykl 
Samitiu to the position of Chairmanship then il would be quite ob- 
noxious for that person to serve as Gram Panchayat President as well 
as Chairman of the ZilaPcxrisbad There was a provj,iori m the H\ der- 
abad District Board Act to the effect that the moment the Chairman 
of a Gram Panchayat was elected as Presidcnl ol a Dislnd lUvml 
he could remain as s Member of the Gram Panchuj at.
